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For the colonists of New Haven, 
Connecticut, happiness in 1645 was 
owning your own ship. _ 

They needed a ship to send their 
goods for sale to England. For years, 
New Haven wheat, lumber, and beaver 
pelts had gone to Britain in Mas- 
sachusetts ships. But the shipping 
rates kept going up and the profits 
kept going down. The people of New 
Haven decided it was time to shop 
around for a vessel they could call 


| their own. 


They found her, “the Great Shippe,” 
in a Rhode Island boatyard. She was 
big enough to carry 150 tons of cargo. 
The colonists pooled their cash, 


| bought her — and got far more than 
they ever bargained for! 


Delivery day rolled around. Every- 
body іп NewiHaven went down to the 
wharf to see the ship come in. Ви! 
some of them didn't like what they 
saw. The one who liked it the least was 
Mr. Lamberton, who had been chosen 


| by his neighbors to be the ship's cap- 


tain. 

"Look how she rolls!" snorted Lam- 
berton. "She's overmasted. If you 
breathe hard on her, she'll capsize!" 

Lamberton ordered the ship into 
drydock so she could be rebuilt to 
meet his idea of a seaworthy vessel. 
The rebuilding cost more money. By 
now, the colonists were tapped out. 
But they consoled themselves with the 


| thought that once their goods were 


sold in England, there would be plenty 
of money. 

The rebuilding took months. When 
it was finally finished, winter had set in 


| — but the colonists couldn't have 
| cared less. They loaded their vessel 
| with furs, planks, and grain. Then in 


January, 1646, they chopped a three- 
mile channel through the ice in the 


| frozen harbor so that the Great Shippe 


could sail out to the open sea. 
Winter passed and spring came — 


but the Great Shippe did not return. In 
the summer, word came from England. 
The Great Shippe had never arrived 
there. It was as though she had sailed 
into outer space after leaving New Ha- 
ven! 

By June of 1647, hard times aripped 
the colony. To add to the misery, the 
weather was rotten. Torrents of rain 
poured down, turning the streets into 
swamps, and flooding the fields. Then 
at the end of June, a terrible thun- 
derstorm battered the town. Lightning 
struck several cows in the fields, and 
one tremendous bolt burned a jagged 
path toward the harbor. 

When the storm stopped, the col- 
onists ventured nervously out of their 
homes. They looked at each other un- 
easily. A deathly stillness hung over 
the land, and low ominous clouds rode 
in from the harbor, lit by stray flashes 
of lightning. 

No one spoke, but everyone seemed 
to feel that something unforgettable 
was about to happen — and it did! An 
hour before sunset, the Great Shippe 
came into view at the mouth of the 
harbor. But the cheers which broke 
out stopped suddenly. The ship was not 
in the water. It was sailing swiftly to- 
ward them on one of those low, eerie 
clouds! 

Everyone there saw this plainly. 
They also saw Captain Lamberton 
standing on the deck, looking at them 
with a mournful expression. As the 
ship reached the shore, he raised his 
arm, shook his head, and pointed out 
to sea. 

Stunned, the people stood staring 
upward as the cloud rushed over the 
town, driven by a phantom wind. But 
as the Great Shippe passed by, she 
seemed to disintegrate before their 
eyes.

You 
join the group and begin a long friend- 
ship with John. 

When your mother dies in 1956, you 
are only 14. The band becomes even 
more important to you. Two years later, 
the Quarrymen add another member 
— George Harrison. 

Paul, do you remember Johnny and 
the Moondogs? How about the Silver 
Beatles? Yes, those were names you 
called your group for short periods. But, 
Paul, who were the Nurk Twins? That's 
right — that's the name Lennon- 
McCartney first used when they ap- 


peared as a duo! Didn't think we'd dig 
that one up, did you! 

FLASHBACK — 1963. It's autumn 
in England, but springtime for the 
Beatles. After an appearance on a TV 
show, all of England is asking, "Who 
are these Beatles?" 

Today, of couse, no one has to ask 
about the phenomenon that was called 
the Beatles. From "All My Loving" to 
"Let It Be," your music changed our 
lives. Your life changed too. There you 
were, wearing fine clothes, driving big 
cars, attending all sorts of social and 
cultural events. “I'm trying to cram ev- 
erything in," you explain, "all the things 


that | missed." 

FLASHBACK — Paul Is Dead! In 
1969, a macabre rumor spreads 
among Beatles fans that you are actu- 
ally dead. People say that there are 
clues regarding your death in Beatles 
records and on their album jackets. At 
the end of "Strawberry Fields," John 
seems to say, "| buried Paul." On the 
album jacket of Sgt. Реррег 5

The idea of turning a super group into super- 
heroes came up in the office of Marvel Comics 
publisher, Stan Lee. BANANAS whisked over to 
Stan's office to get this exclusive story behind the 
story. 

Why was KISS picked for hero-dom instead of 
another group? "Well, what with their costumes and 
their whole approach.” Stan told us, "it seemed 10 
me that the KISS group was more of a living comic 
strip already than any other group!” True enough. 


But wasn't there another reason as well? “I already 
knew some of the people involved in KISS," he said, 
"so that made it sort of easy.” 

One of Stan's friends was Gene Simmons — alias 
the Demon. Of course, if you count the endless 
hours Gene spent poring over comic books as a 
child, he's been "in touch" with Marvel for quite 
some time! "The manis a walking encyclopedia of 
comic memorabilia," said Stan. "1 was on a plane 
with him coming back from Buffalo once, and he 
was telling me all sorts of things about stories that!

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Jimmy became interested in how his 
emotions worked, and the more he 
talked about his feelings and the 
things that troubled him at home, the 
easier he found it to work better at 
school. He didn't feel so down on him- 
self anymore, and he could approach 
his friends instead of staying away 
from them as he had before. 

As his attitude toward himself be- 
came less negative, he stopped as- 
suming that his parents and teachers 
would automatically deal with him in 
an antagonistic and critical fashion. He 
began to realize that people would like 
him and respect him if he did some- 
thing to deserve it, and that they would 
be fair to him if he was decent to them. 
These changes in his attitudes and 
feelings continued to develop, and 
when he was on his way to handling 
things better and feeling happier, his 
treatment was ended. 

NEW UNDERSTANDING 

How did the psychiatrist help bring 
about these changes? By listening to 
what Jimmy had to say in an objective 
and uncritical manner, remembering 
the parts that were of importance, and 
playing them back when Jimmy was 
ready to understand them more fully 
than before. The psychiatrist could 
also point out things he had spotted in 
the course of their playing games to- 
gether, or just by observing Jimmy 
when they were together in his office. 
In this way, Jimmy came to understand 
many things about himself that he 
could not see when they were hidden 
by his strong feelings, false impres- 
sions, guilty feelings, and fears. 

Every psychiatrist respects the pri- 
vacy of his patient, and treats what the 
patient tells him or her with respect for 
the patient's feelings and point of view. 
The psychiatrist is the ally of the pa- 
tient—and not the agent of the parents 
or the school authorities. Since pa- 
tients find that they are dealing with 
someone who is honest, reliable, and 
sincerely interested in them and their 
welfare, patients manage to get many 
feelings and concerns out in the open, 
and to get many questions asked and 
answered for the first time. Eventually, 
patients are able to take steps to solve 
or improve their own situations.

DEAR A. DaSILVA: 

The solution to your problem might 
be to lighten up your makeup, to change 
your makeup so that there isn't a radical 
change in your appearance. Makeup, 
after all, should never be heavy or artifi- 
cial; it should appear "natural." 

Begin with super clean skin. Apply a 
powder blusher lightly to your cheeks. 
Using Ше tip of your ear as a guide, bring 
the blusher down across your cheeks, 
stopping two finger-widths from your 
nose. Instead of wearing lipstick, try a lip 
gloss. Mascara can be lightly applied to 
eyelashes to bring attention to your eyes. 
The key word here is lightly. Remember, 
makeup should not be worn as a mask 
to cover your face, but as an accessory 
to enhance it.
